The Chelsea pea we have grown 
two seasons, and hereafter will grow 
it in place or Premium Gem, which 
has heretofore been a favorite with 
us. The Chelsea is the most produc- 
tive dwarf pea of an early seacon that 
we have ever grown. 

Of the dwarf lima beans. Hender- 
son's is still the best in this latitude. 
Its persistent bearing is wonderful. 
A Dreer's Dush Lima wo have strong 
hopes of, but owing to the weather it 
has not had a fair chance with us 
yet. 

Yoscmlto Mammoth Wax Bush 
Bean is a first-class wax bean, but the 
pods this year with us were not at all 
remarkable for size. In fact they 
were not as large as Golden Wax. 
Perhaps tho season limy have had 
something to do With this. 

Pondcrosa tomato, while very 
from being a perfect fruit, has dc 
better than mostlorts here this f 
son. It is a good sort for aniati 
use and for experiments towards I 
proving it, but its great size a 
ungainly appearance shut it ouf li- 
the market-gardener's cousiderati 
All ot it that ripens in of fine quality, 
but when (lie big green end, and the 
big white core, are rejected the mon- 
ster is not so large after all.

With comfortable surroundings, 
which implies dry, warm shelter and 
regular feeding, a small amount of 
grain can.be made to count.

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Immense quantities in the South, for 
the Northern market, is really a melou 
of very poor quality, but its shape 
and tough skin make it the market 
melon. If quality for home use is 
what is wanted, let Kolb's Gem alone 
and grow either Georgia Rattlesnake 
or Florida Favorite.— W. F. Massey 
of North Carolina Experiment Station 
Liiiericau Agriculturist.

Women iu the Government Service. 

At present women ore gradually 
disappearing from the departments, 
and within a few years there will be 
comparatively few of them in the 
employment of the government at 
Washington, notwithstanding the 
fact that twice as many women ca 
men apply for places. This result 
will be brought about inevitably by 
causes which are now in operation. 
All persons entering the classified 
service must come through the com- 
petitive examinations held under tho 
civil service law. When there is a 
vacancy the civil service commission- 
ers send in three names, from which 
one is selected by tho appointing of- 
ficial. In five cases out of six, sup- 
posing that tho three names includ.-; 
both sexes, a man will be chosen in 
preference to a woman. 

This seems very unjust, but the 
reason for it is evident enough. A 
chief of bureau prefers men as sub- 
ordinates becauso ho feels no re- 
straint in their presence. He can 
smoke and 6wear occasionally if he 
likes, or ask them to do odd jot* 
which ho would not liko to demand 
of women clerks. Tims it happens 
that the great majority of the women 
now in. office here were appointed be- 
fore the days of the civil service law.

Northern China Has Many Fnlra. 

Northern China is the country of 
fairs. In any given district there is 
a constant succession of largo gath- 
erings at which it is not uncommon 
for as many as 10,000 persons to be 
congregated. The fairs aro some- 
times called tho ' 'poor man's market" 
for the display of secondhand cloth- 
ing which tho owners wish to dis- 
pose of. At Techou and at another 
point on the Grand cimnl there arc 
annual fairs held from the beginning 
of tho twelfth month to the fifteenth 
day of tho same month, at which 
there is a great display of foreign 
goods, especially woolens, sold at 
cheaper rates than at other times. 

This is called the fair of the grain 
fleet, and is one of the products of 
the vicious system of grain taxes. 
About 400 vessels are annually em- 
ployed for transporting tho Shan- 
tung grain tax to Tungchow, near 
Peking, and upon then- return those 
vessels bring large quantities of 
goods from Tientsin, which are sold 
at tho fairs. While some of tho fairs 
are held at times rigidly fixed and 
never varied, most of them are 
whoUy uncertain as to time.— North 
China Herald.

He insisted on having a big 
month named for himself also, and so 
pulled the whole calendar around so as 
to bring two thirty-one day months to- ' 
gether in midsummer, as in midwinter, j 
at the same time changing the name 
from Sextilis.or the Sixth (which it then 
was), to Augustus. "Dog days" prevail 
in this month, because the sun is in Canis 
Major, and Sirius rises about the same 
time as tho sun— at least so tho ancienta 
thought— but it is now known that the 
heliacal rising of Sirius is peculiarly in- ' 
determinate, and therefore every dog ! 
now has his day. 

Bepteinoer is tne montn, ana tne 14tn 
the particular day, on which the creation 
of the world was completed, according 
to the old rabbins. Tho Russian priests 
added taut man wa3 created in this 
month, because more fruit ripens in it 
than in nny other.

In the 
Roman calendar it was the seventh 
month, and so they named it from sep-

In picking dry, tho (owl 
should be killed by either decapita- 
tion, sticking a knifo through the 
throat and serving the large veins and 
windpipe, or by cutting a slit across 
tho roof of the mouth. As soon as the 
Is dead — ind many pickers do 
wait for this — the large feathers 
e tail and wings should he pulled, 
then Ihe softer feathers plucked. 
The dresed fowl should bo hung to 
ol off, and if then the head bo not

Neatness In tho dressing adds much 
to the salability of poultry. When

Never allow chicks to get their 
bodies wet.

Be sure the animal heat is out of 
the birds before packing poultry. 

If hens have sere feet it is very 
likely that their roosts are too high. 

Instances are on record where indi- 
vidual hens laid 180 eggs, though the 
estimate is generally about 100. 

For warts, sore beads and skin dis- 
eases rub ouce a day witli a few drops 
of the following: Lard, two table- 
spoonfuls; cedai oil. one teaspoonful; 
carbolic acid, twenty drops. 

A poultry writer says If the fowls 
have roup, dissolve a teaspoonful of 
chloride ot lime in a pint of water, 
and give the bird a teaspoonful of the 
solution.

When you find a hen dead nudcr 
the roost, says a writer, the cause is 
apoplexy from over-feeding. When 
your hens gradually droop and die 
remove the cock, as ho is the cause, 
especially if ho is heavy.
